Now that Ben fill is dead, that old story 

mat has been going the rounds since the war 
to the effect that he was respoasible for the 

leath of William L. Yancey, of Alabama, 
re\ ive d. The story ; ‘thing like this: 
Hill represented Georgia in part in the con- 
federate senate and Yancey Alabama. There 
was a coolness between them that broke out 
one day, and Hill threw Yancey across a desk 
and injured his spine to such an extent that 
he died frem the eifects of the hurt. 

A Critiv representative met Dr. James B. 
Hamiiton, eorgia, who Was a surgeon in 
the confederate army from the beginning to 
the end, this morning. He was a warm per- 
sonal and intimate friend of Mr. Hill's, and 
thoroughly acquainted with all the facts con- 
nected with the trouble between Messrs. Hill 
and Yane ey. The Critic asked him if he 
would be kind enough to give to the Critic, 
for the benefit of the public, his version of the 
difficulty. He said he would, and proceeded 
without preface to give the following history 
of the case 

“The trouble between Mr. Hill and Mr. 
Yancey,” he said, ‘grew out of politics, and 
dated “back to 1850. It came about in this 
way: When Mr. Toombs, of Georgia, was in 
concress, he made a very strong speech against 
the compromise measure as proposed b by Mr.
